(heretofore Preacher there) made open profeſſion of the 
Goſpel and atteaded,ypon the meats of 'grace wizh-mych 
diligence, for many years regether ;; whereby he obrained 
a good repuce amongſt rhe godly- (Miniſters and People) 
in thee parts, but of late (wanting the powerfull means 
which former!y thoſe parrs didsnjoy)- was ſeduced by the 
Popiſh party, contrary to his profeſſion, atid againſt his 
own conſcience, (as be centelled) to endeavour the be- 
traying of a Garriſon in the command of the Parliamener, 
into the hands of the enemy: For the which Fat he was 
apprehended,  ead broughUup toLerdeninithe monceh of. 
September \aſt 5 and-baing. brought:40 before the; 
Honourable Counccll. of War, fitting it Guildhall

Being askr by Maſter Smart, what he thought of the 
Cauſe, defended. by the Parliament.
